pecaTun AXTELL, Receiver, ete.—Dear Sir: You 
peve fled with this commission a petition to have 
tbe Richmond and Alleghany railroad included 
emong the railroads entitled to claim the exempt- 
jon which may be authorized under the fourth 
section of the act uncer which the commission is 
grmed. The petition is not verified, even if it 
wereotherwise sufficient. It would be necessary 
fo return it for that important formality, but in 
gobstance, also, the petition 1s clearly defective. 

Itdoes not set forth forth facts suffiviently for 
the purposes ofan intel.igent judgment upon the 
iuation. The law uncer which we are acting 

dohn a general rale which is 

presumptively just and which must be applied in 
ail cases, unless facis are shown which make a’ 
particuler case clearly exceptional. These should 
be shown by the petition which is presented for re- 
lief, avd the commistion, before it can grant reliet, 
qwust satisfy itself, on investigation, that the facts 
are as stated, and that they render the ordinary 
operation of law oppres-ive to an extent that war- 
ranisan exception bews made ia the petitioner’s 


favor. 

We dco not think ron make such a case by your 

tition. Its statements are very brief and gen- 
eml, and are quite as much expressions of opin- 
jons es statements of fact. The prayer of the peti- 
tion is also too broad. You ask that the operation 
of the Jaw be suspended generally as to your road; 
but the commission does not grant a general sus- 
pension as to apy road, but gives relief only as to 
ireffic between specified poin's. For these reasons 
noorderis made on your petition.

commerce Commission. The immediate matters 
selected to which to append opinions of the 
commission only atlect the interests of limited 
clases. Lut the op:nicns themselves cover, in 
important respects, interpretations of the in- 
terstate commerce law and determinations re- 
specting the extent of the powers with which 
the commission deems itseli charged and, as is 
provin by the immense correspoadence of the 
commission, aro of interest to almost every 
branch of trade or commerce in the land. 

An application in writing has been made to 
the cummission for iis auswer to the followiag 
questions, propounded on behalf of the order 
uf railway conductors: 

1. Are railway companies prohibited from issu- 
ing free transportation tothe immediate families 
ofemployes of their own railways? 

2, Are railway companies prohibitedifrom issuing 
free or reduced transportation to officers of associ: 
ations Composed exclusively of railway employes, 
while those ofiicers are temporarily out of the rail- 
way service and exciusively employed by those 
associations? 

3. May railway compenies issue passes to em- 
ployes of other railways on application of employer, 
or must such application come from an officer of 
the company by which he is employed? 

4. May railway companies issue free or reduced 
transportation to those who make railway service 
their business or trade while temporaily out of em- 
ployment and in search of situations? 

5. May railway companies provide free transpor- 
lation for delegates to annual conventions of an 
association composed exclusively of railway em- 
ployes upon certificates from officers of the associa- 
tion that they are such representatives? 

6. If free transportation may be furnished to rep- 
rerentatives described in question five, must all 
such representatives be actually in the employ of 
Bole railway, or may it include those who may be 
lemporaiily out of employment and those tempor- 
arily engaged in other employments as officers of 
Buch association? 

7, If tree transportation is provided for delegates 
cescrited in question five, may itinclude members 
of the immediate families of delegates 

8. If flee transportation or-reduced rates are pro- 
vided for representatives of any one association, 
must the saine be extended to all others which are 
Composed exclusively of railway employes on ap- 
plication.

Section 13 authorizes complaints to the commis- 
sion and confers jurisdictiou to entertain the same. 
It provides that any perfon complaining of any- 
meme | done or omitted to be done by any common 
carrier subject to the provisions of this act, incon- 
travention of the provisions thereof may apply to 
said commicsion, by petition, whtch shall briefly 
state the facts, notice and opportunity for answer 
tine | been given, Unless satisfaction ismadean 
investigation is required. Upon such an iavesti- 
gation commission will necessarily entertain the 
consideration of the question whether the 
conduct complained of isor is notin contraven- 
tion of the provisions of law; and if it so adjudges 
it is authorized to issue a notice enjoining carrier 
from further violation of the law, andto award 
repasation for injury done, or both. But neither 
the railway conauctors, nor the traders and travel- 
ers union complain that any common ¢arrier 
has violated the law. On the contrary, they both 
averthatthe railroad companies do not now vio- 
late the law and donot wish todo so. The cone 
Guctors say that they fear they will not receive 
passes as heretofore, and the traders and travelers 
Say that they fear commercial  tray- 
elers will not be allowed free transportation 
for 150 pounds of extra baggage, as was allowed 
last year, They present no complaint of anything 
cone or omitted. In contravention of the pro- 
Visions of the lew, if a railroad company should 
issue a pass toa conductor and his family to at- 
tend the approaching convention, or should trans- 
port 300 pounds of baggage free for a commercial 
traveler. under the register and indemnity sys- 
tem, and some person, feeling aggrieved, shouid 
mske complaint of unjust discrimination, it would 
iben be proper for the commission to entertain the 
question of whethersuch couduct was or was not 
in violation ot law, and if 80 
whetber it was or was not with- 
in the exceptions stated within section 22, 
Complaints aay also be erases if charges made 
by carriers are vot considered reasonable and just; 
bai ontil questions of this kind come before usin 
the way clearly indicated by the statute it would 
Le worse than useless for us to express opinions or 
give advice. Weshculd not only lay ourselves 
jusily open to the charge of_assuminug unwarrant- 
cd authority, but should alsoruna great risk of 
involving all concerned, in what the courts might 
afterwards hold to be breachesof the law, by hasty 
end illconsidered conclusions, based upon ex- 
parte statements and arguments. - Although it 
might be desirabie, or at least convenient, in re- 
Fpectto any piece of new legislation, to have a 
tribunal ,established to which inquiress might 
epply for instruction and adyicees respecting the | 
meaning ofthe law and its application to sug- 
gested circumstancés and conditions, a moment’s 
refiection will show that no such tribunal could 
be properly erected. Congress has not taken the 
ranagement of railroads out of the hands of rail- 
road companies. Ithas simyly e-tablished cer- 
tain general principles under which interstate 
commerce must be conducied. 

It bas been enacted in section one that all 
charges forinterstate transportation shall be rea- 
sonable and jnst; has prohibited in section two all 
manner of unjust discrimination; has forbidden in 
section 3 all undue and unreasonable preferences 
and advantages; hasrequired in the same section 
reasonable and equal facilities for the interchange 
of treffic, and has prohibited, in section five, the 
pooling of freights. That, in substance, is the in- 
tersiate commerce law. There is nothing novelin 
these provisions, They simpiy bring back the bas- 
iness of common carries to the well settled 
principles of common law: yet no one can deny 
that there wes urgent need of their statutory form- 
ulation. The aijeged dificulties in putting them 
in cperation only discloses examples of the extent 
to which they have been violated in the past. 
These sections ofthe ect are. expressed in plain 
words. Consiruction mustbe given to themin the 
first instance by carriers and tneir patrons. When 
a course of conduct has been adopted of which 
complaintis made that it violates the law the de- 
cision of the question will rest with the courts or 
with the commission as the complaining party 
may elect. Thisisthe orderly method in which 
a!l legislation is administered and applied, and 
ihe statute in question presents no éxception. 

One more sugzestion may properly be added, 
It appears from the numerous petitions that have 
been laid before us for preliminary advice, many 
of them are obviously upon $he suggestion, if not 
by the procurement, of caryfer, lves, | ; 
Tho f6e&rrImMoe ~ coer OTe ee, FS oe 
and these who have hereiofore enjoyed special 
favors at their hands describe the system of peaal- 
ties which the law provides as extreme and the 
risks jmposed upon usintentional and unwitting 
violators of its provisions as enormous, Such com- 
ment reems to us beither fair nor just. It is true 
that section 8 provides that for a violation of the 
law and fir the failure to do an act which the law 
requires, the offending common carrier shall 
be lable to the injured party for 
the actual damage sustained, together with 
reveor able counsel or attorney’s fee, to be fixed by. 
ihe ceurt, and collected with costsin the case. It 
is also true that seciion ten imposes a fine not to 
execed £5,000 upon common carriers, and their of- 
ficers, sgents and servants, who wilfully door 
cause to be done, or willingly permit to be done’ 
any prohibited act, etc., upon conviction in the 
district court of the United States. The civil rem- 
edy Cescribed in section eight adds an attorney’s 
fee tothe existing common law, the right of any 
injured party to recover the full amount of his 
damege; a condition of affairs which canuaot 
greatiy alarm corporations disposed to fair dealing; 
while the criminal remedy given in fection ten, 
obvious y pertains to intentional violators of the 
law; and isin these cases to be graduaoed by the 
court according to the enormity of the offense. 
Good faith exhibited in an honest effort to carry 
ont the requirments of the law, will involve reas- 
onsbie and fair minded officials in no danger of 
demeges or fines. The elasticity ofthe statute ia 
their favor is noticeable. An unjust discrimina- 
tion of section two must be, in like and contempor 
aneous service, in transportation of like kind of 
similar circumstances 
and conditions. The preference or advantage of 
section three must be, undue or unreasonable 
‘hroughout the act, as it now stands 
in a confessed)y experimental form, there is ex- 
hibited an oLvious aud generous purpose toallow 
to corporations ample scope in the conduct of their 
business as common carriers for the people, anda 
fair consideration of every reasonable claim, while 
insisting upon just, impartial, open and consistent 
rates of charge. to which every citizen shall be 
subjectalike, whose situation isthe same, Surely 
the people could not ask for less. 

_ The language and tenor of the act wholly fail to 
justify railroad managers, if any such there be, to 
refuse to accept responsibilities, decline 
to offer rates, neglect to announce 
conditions of _ traffic, embarrass customary 
interchange ot business and impose stagnation 
upon trade, while they stick in the bark of phrases 
aud expressions of law, inventing doubts and im- 
agining dangers. Itissiill more. unjustifiable for 
railroad companies to make use of general clauses 
of the law, ignoring its modifying and enlargin 
words and formulas, in order to impose additiona 
burdens upon localities, trades, professions, manu- 
facturers, consumers, Classes, of travelers or em- 

loyes, straining and repressing every constraction 
n favor of the corporate treasury and quoting the 
new Jaw as their authority for all manner of petty 
exactions. The powers of the commission are 
entirely adequate to cope with such con- 
duct, the existence of which is not 
affirmed, although it has been somewhat 
publicly suggested, The same statute which en- 
acts that charges for like service shallbe uniform 
to all, also provides that charges in every case and 
for every kind and class of service shall be reason- 
able and just. As the law is particularly applied, 
itis seen to contain many elements for advantage 
to the econimical and profitable management of 
the business of carriers which they have not been 
slow to apprehend and take benefit of. 

The commission ventures to express hope that 
with this explapation respecting the mutual fanc- 
tions of carriers and commissioners in carrying the 
Jaw into effect, sccording to its true intent and 
meaning, there will be no lack of good faith and 
active co-operation in continuing the normal ac- 
tivity of every kind of reputable industry and 
traffic throughout the land, under favorable, fair 
and reasonable terms, conceding frankly to the 
people all ight, benefits, advantages and equal 
privileges which act to regulate commerce was in- 
tended to secure.

Passage of the Second Heading of the Crimes Bill— 
Mr. Sexton’s Defense of Mr, Healey- Contemp.« 
tible Conduct of Major Sanderson —Other 
News From European Countriesi 


LonpDoN, April 18.--A five-line whip pub- 
lished today urges the conservatives to attend 
the mecting of the house of commons tonight 
80 as to be on hand to vote for the second read- 
ing of the Irish crimes act amendment bill. 
Members began to troopinto the house at an 
unusually early hour today in order to secure 
seats, the belief being that another scene sim'- 


the evening’s session. The alleged let- 
Sor - -o8 . Bie. Parnell, supposed to 
have been ‘addressed to Mr. Egan, 
relative to the Phenix park murders, which 
the Times publishes this morning, has caused 
immense excitement among all parties. In an 
interview today Mr. Clancy, Parnellite member 
for Dublin county, branded the letter as an 
infamous concoction, and declared that it bears 
internal evidence of forgery. He said also 
that suspicion was already directed against a 
ceitain person as the forger. An Irish mem: 
ber of parliament departed this morning for 
Dublin to compare the handwriting in the 
letter attributed to Mr. Parnell with that of 
the person suspected. 

The Globe, commenting on the letter, says 

‘Until the horrible accusation that Mr. Parnell 
wrote the letter is proved, we shall discredit it.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: 

“i'ntil the authenticity of the letter shal! be ab- 
solutely proved, there will be no need to discuss 
itsconients.”’ 

The St. James Gazette says: 

“The letter is so grayea document that it will 
not do to regard it as genuine until Mr. Parnell 
shall be heard from converning it.’’ 

The{Parnellites all declare the Times’ letter an 
infamous concoction and deliberate invention 
to amagag slander the leader of the home rule 
party. They say that even on the low ground 
of expediency Mr. Parnell would be the last 
man in the world to write a letter containing 
such Gamning admissions. They contend, 
therefore, that all reason in the case proves the 
letter to be a forgery on the face of it, pointing 
for proof to the contents of the document, espe- 
cially the writer’s warning the person to whom 
lettey purported to be written not to disclose 
the adttreas, while no address is given. 

The fact that the signature is the only part 
of the letter in Mr. Parnell's writing is by its- 
self, the home.rulers argue, proof that the 
whole thing is a fraud, as, according to them, 
while it would be difficult to obtain enough 
specimens of Mr. Parnell’s hand writing to ena- 
ble a forger to imitate it to the extent neces- 
sary to successfully palm off the whole letter 
as his, it is not at all difficult to obtain his sig- 
nature. Mr. Parnell, the agent of the associ- 
aied press is authorized to state, will categori- 
cally deny that he wrote the letter. Mr. Par- 
neil will make this denial in the house o 
commons. The editor of the Times will be 
summoned to the bar of the house of commons 
to explain the authorship of the letter. 

In en interview today Mr. Parnell pointed 
out that although at first sight some of the 
letters in the Times fac simile, printed this 
morning, appeared to resemble his autograph,

auY important points. 
Mr. Parneil caid the letter and signature were 
impudent forgeries, and that he strongiy sus- 
pected the identity ofthe furger. He was un- 
decided whether to prosecute the Times or not. 

3:30 p.m.—The Jodby of the house of com- 
mons is crowded with membera eagerly discus- 
sing the alleged Parneli letter. Irish members 
indignantly declare it to beaforgery. The 
sensation produc.d by the publication of the 
letter has been so great that the epecialiy large 
edition issued to meet the expected demand 
proved insufficient. The Times exposed special 
bulletins, calling attention tothe letter, afl 
sent extra tupplies to railway news agents and 
to bookstalls. 

In the house of commons today Colonel King 
Harman, the new parliament under secretary 
for Ireland, for the first time since his ap- 
pointment,answered interrogatories respecting 
Irish affairs. Upon rising, he was greeted with 
cheers by the government supporters and 
groans and derisive cries by the Parnellites. 

Mr. Sexton asked whether the government 
would consent to rescind the suspension of Mr. 
Healy. 

W. H. Smith, first iord of the treasury, re- 
plied for the government that the duty they 
had to discharge on Friday night was most 
disagreeable. The government were Sorry 
they were forced toask that Mr. Healy be 
named for tranegressing the orders of the 
house. It would be utterly out of the question, 
however, when no apology had been given for 
this breach of the decencies of debate, to re- 
scind the suspension. No motion that might 
be made to that effect could be entertained 
withont the general concurrence of the house. 

Mr. Sexton inquired if it was competent for 
him to move the rescinding of Mr. Healy’s sus- 
pension. 

Speaker Peel replied that no motion would 
be competent unless it appeared on the papers 
of the house. 

Mr. Sexton eaid that in the absence of Mr. 
Healy he was authorized for him to say that if 
Mejor Saunderson withdrew the offensive 
charges to which Mr. Healy’s language was in 
reply, Mr. Healy would withdraw the expres- 
sions deemed by the house as offensive. 

Mr. Sexton then moved that Mr. Healy be 
heard at the bar of the house. 

The speaker declared that that could not be 
done. 

Mr. Sexton thereupon asked Mr. Saunderson 
to withdraw his assertions regarding Mr. 
Healy, and which had exasperated him into 
making the responses for which he was sus- 
pended. 

Mr. Saunderson remaining silent, Mr. Glad- 
stone put to him the direct question, whether 
be was prepared to render the house any as- 
sistance by the withdrawal of his offensive ex- 
pressions. The conservatives cried out, “No!” 
“No!” *Don’t!” 

Mr. Saunderson then arose and said he had 
rever alluded to Mr. Healy, directly or indi- 
rectly, because he had felt, as regards Mr. 
Healy, that he was unable to substantiate the 
charges co as to bring conviction to the minds 
of members of the house. [Cries of “Hear!’’] 
The matter was then dropped. 

Subeequently Mr. Sexton, resuming debate 
on the Irish crimes act amendment bill, said 
that Major Saundercon had charged him with 
directcomplicity in the crime. If the accusations 
were well founded, why did the Irish viceroy 
approve his present appointment as high sher- 
iff cf Dublin? His name as member of leagae 
had teen linked with that of Sheridan, the in- 
vincible—but Sheridan was never a member of 
the executive committee of the land league. 

Did Major Saunderson, in pointing to him 
(Sexton), mean in reality to embarrass Colonel 
King Harman, against whom the major had 
recently unsuccessfully competed for the 
new government office of parlisment- 
ary unde: secretary for Ireland? 
[Parnellite cheers. | For Sheridan and 
Colonel King Harman once canvassed the 


| game constituency together. Egan, also treas- 
t urer of the old land league, was at one time an 
intimate friend of Colonel King Harman. 
[Cheers.] They were fellow members of the 
council of the Home Rule league,not only that, 
Mr. Egan wrote for the colonel his political ad- 
dress totheelectors. [Laughter.} If past as- 
sociation with men char with crime meant 
complicity in that crime, which side of the 
house was d in on? 
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nection. with the Phenix park affair. He 
(Sexton) had never learned of any fact or of 
anything that had been produced which would 
warrant him in changing bis opinion. He had 
always entertained that Egan and those asso- 
ciated with him were innocent of the malig- 
nant charges brought againstthem. [Cries of 
**hear.’’] 

Sanderson’s attack was both mean and 
cowardly. It did not contain direct and ex- 
plicit charges, but it it was composed of insia- 
vations founded cn scandalous ramors. When 
expoted to the light of day, nota rag of these 
scandalous fabrications would hold together, 
net ove of them would remain, wheter they 
took the shape of a simple lie or thatofa 
manifest, clumsy, and malignant forgery. 
{Parnellite cheers | 

Whatever course they might henceforth take 
the speaker would pay no attention to them. 
The only way to argue with the sort of peo- 
ple who made fuch attacks was to horsewhip 
them or take them before the law. It was 
hardly worthy to take the former course with 
them,-end in the present state of English pub- 
lie feeling an action at law would be a farce 
if en Irishman were the plaintiff. 

Referring to the bill under consideration 
Mr. Sexton said the measure threatened the 
existence of the Irish national league. He 
weuid remind the house that the league was 
aided by the prelates and clergy of the Catholic 
church and struggled to maintain moral law. 
Yet this lesgue, so supported, was stigmatized 
aS & conspiracy maintained by criminals and 
dyremiters. The bill itself was the grossest 
kind of an attempt at the violation of moral 
law. The bill aimed to sweep away at one fell 
swocp allthe cherished rights of a people. It 
was justified by nothing in the condition 
of Ireland. The boycotting practiced by 
the lish people arose naturally from the irre- 
pressible growth of Irish public opinion. The 
only way to do without it was to obtain for 
the laws governing the people of Ireland the 
sympathy of those people. 

Lord Hartington—who, on rising, was greet- 
ed with cheers—said it was strange that the 
section of liberals now described by the Parnael- 
lites as the great and generous liberal party, 
were the very persons, who, a_ short 
time ago, were denounced as 
perfidious, venal and in every way contempti- 
ble.

Was the bare denial of 
the existence of any proof any kind of response 
at #i1 to make to evidence supporting the 
accusations? | Cheers. | He had i him- 
self publicly declared that there 
was a connection between the Irish party in 
parliament and the Fenian association in 
America, and he had expected that Mr. Par- 
bell, when parliament met, would deny the 
accusation and state the grounds of his denial. 

ix. Parnell [interrupting|—I stated that it 
was false; I say so still. 

Loid Hartington—A blank denial in the face 
of opposihg proof is worth nothing. State- 
nents made in the Times have been widely 
ci:cu'ated, and have never been shown to be 
wrong, and the letter printed in this 
morning’s Times has justified every syllable 
uttered in associating the Irish party with 
the Fenian society. Ford, Egan, Brennan 
and Sullivan were Fenian leaders, and the 
statements ofthe Times proved conclusively 
thut constant communications passed between 
Mr, Parnell aud these persons. 

Mr. Parneil— Will the Bob. Jord, give, hig 
lead?7s éf the Fenians in in America, I do not 
know them as such, 

lord Hartingion—My belief is based upon 
knowledge acquired when was last in 
office. [Cheers.| There is also a fact that 
same state ments have repeatedly been made in 
the pspers without contradiction. Can Mr. 
Parnell deny knowing that Alexander Salli- 
van has beén a leader of the clan Na-Gael. 
Mr. Sexton has allegad that the reason why 
criminal action was not raised against the pa- 
pers was the impossibility of gotting a fair ver- 
dict from a British jury. That excuse is not 
one that will have any weight with the people 
in the face of so. grave and porsistent 
imputations. The country will not fail to at- 
tach its weight to the fact that Irish members 
bave shirked an opportunity for disproving 
these charges under oath. It has not been de- 
nicd that Parnell and Sexton have been mem.- 
bers of the league with Egan, Brennan, Boy- 
ton and Sheridan. 

Mr. Sexton has denied that Egan and Sheri- 
dan were on the excutive committee, bat not 
that they were among the chief organizers 
of the league. 

Mr. Sexton--They were never anything of 
the kind. 

Lord Hartington---They were prominent 
members, then. The assertion of the Times 
is that some of these men advocated aséassina- 
tion and that others were implicated in a con- 
spiracy to murder. 

Mr. Dillon---Two of these gentlemen acted 
under me. I was chief organizer of the land 
league. When did they make speeches advo- 
cating murder? 

Lord Hartington—In 1880 and 1851. 

Continuing, Lord Hartington said he would 
not make himself responsible for the state- 
ments in the Times, but would quote them. It 
was open to the Parnellites to disprove them, 
if they thought it possible todoso. [Cheers | 
The land league and Nationai league had re- 
ceived large sums collected in America through 
the agency of the Irish World, a paper which 
openly advocates dynamits and assassination. 

It had been stated that T. P. O Connor was 
in communication with Ford, and that when 
the American land league was founded, hav- 
ing for its promoters Egan, Brennan, Sheri- 
dan, Boyton and Sullivan, a telegram from Mr. 
Parnell to the convention acknowledged it to 
be the most representative meeting that ever 
aestembled to express Irish opinion. 

T. P. O’Connor—Why do you not mention 
that I was present in the Chicago 
convention of 1883, sitting between O'Donovan 
Roesa and Ford, and suggest that by my silence 
I approved the new campaign of murder and 
arson in England. 

Lord Hartington said he bad not noticed that 
in the Times, but he had seen it asserted that 
O'Connor was in 1883 in communication with 
Ford. 

“That was a lie!” shouted O’Connor. 

Lord Hartington—These charges were crimi- 
nal libels, if untrue, exposing the paper to crim- 
inal prosecution, yet no prosecution was ven- 
tured upon. [Cheers.} 

Lord Hartington then proceeded, deprecating 
the prolonged discussion of the bill. The lib- 
erals who opposed coercion, he said, excused 
themselves on the ground that now they were 
home rulers and must oppose coercion, but that 
‘was no reason for a country which un- 
mistakably pronounced against home rule 
at the last election. It was enough 
for parliament to be convinced that law did 
not prevail in Ireland; that league law was 
superseding ordinary law. It was certain that 
the government would succeed in restoring the 
authority ef the law, It was impossible taat 
the government of a great country should be 
pren auently paralyzed by the machinations cf 
secret tocietics. [Cheers. | 

Mr. Gladstone, upon rising, was londly 
cheered. He said that if the bill passed polit- 
ical subscriptions from America, which some 
of ‘he speakers had condemned, were likely to 
increase not Irish subscriptions alone, bat

When 
the liberls passed the coercion bill they passed 
remedial measures also. Were the govern- 
ment’s remedial proposals a reality or an im- 
posture? He would withdraw that expression 
and say illusion. Did the government intend 
to stand or fall by their relief bill? Before 
they went to a division tonight he 
hoped and expected they would give a clear, 
unmistakable and unequivocal answer to that 
question. 

Mr. Gladstone complsined that the govern- 
ment had withheld from parliament informa- 
tion regarding the state of crime in Ireland, 
of which there had’been no sufficient increase 
to justify the bill. Theonly increase was in 
menacing letters. Were these outrages? Thea 
he bad been subject to hundreds of outrages. 
[Laughter.] But they were a_ways perpetrated 
by what was known as the loyal, lawabidiag 
party of Ireland. [Parnellite cheers.] They 
proceeded from the most pious persons in the 
kingdom---mostly at the time of the disestab- 
lishment of the Irish church. 

Proceeding to deal with the bill, Mr. Glad- 
stone contended that the clauses embodying 
the white boy acts ought to be set ont in fall. 
The ersence of the bill was to suppress any 
combination to secure a reduction of rent. He 
repelled and repudiated the allegation that it 
was acrimes bill. It was not intended to sup- 
press existent crimes known to law, but it was 
a biJl that made things crimes that never were 
crimes. Conspiracy was already a punishable 
crime. Therefore the introduction of a con- 
spiracy clause in the present bill might 
fairly be called nonsense. <A_ tenant 
refusing to pay rent had the prospect held out 
to bim of obtaining a reduction by becoming 
bankrupt. At the same time he would get the 
benefit.of six months’ hard labor. It wasa 
bill aimed at the nation. The boycotting 
which was done in England, especially among 
the upper classes, was done in wantonness. 
In Ireland it was done from necessity. 
The more bills of this kind 
that were passed the more the bouse would 
strengthen Mr. Parnell’s influence. He had 
no doubt that the bill would lead to an in- 
crease of crime and secret societies. Legislation 
aceinst a nation wasffatile. Combinations®in 
Ireland could not be suppressed. The ques- 
tion was by whom were these combinations to 
be guided? He maintained by those who were 
responzible to parliament, not by Secret 

agents. The government was most 
unwittingly going to encourage even extreme 
forms of violence. In his opinion, those fa- 
miliar with the ideaof dynamiteand the dagger 
looked with satisfaction upon the proceedings 
of the present government. In his view, the 
bill was poison. He would not present it to 
the lips of Ireland. It must be presented by 
Other hands and it would be an honor and 
sOUICe of happiness to him to 
think that he was permitted to 
have the smallest share in dashing it to the 
ground. 

Mr. Gladstone resumed his seat amid loud 
cheers. 

Balfour and Parnell rose together, and stand- 
ing some time amid cheers and counter cheers, 
the speaker recognized Balfour. 

Balfour advised Mr. Sexton, if he could, to 
bring an action for libel against the Times as 
the best way to refute the charges made by 
that. paper. 

Parnell followed, He said that Balfour had 
with characteristic unfairness, refased him at 
a time when his words would have reached the 
outside world the ten minutes he craved to re 
Trish thombers| printed in the Times ob, we i 

or ne other pur : 
division, He thos be eas oth RTS nkve 
an opportunity to expose this deliberate at- 
ts mpt to blacken his character in time to reach 
the outside world, There was no 
chance now. In addition to passing 
this ecercion act, the dice had to be loaded. 
The great organs of public opinion were to be 
permitted to pay miserable creatares to pro- 
duce these calumnics. Who would be safe 
under such circumstances? When he heard of 
the ecncoction in the Time3, he supposed that 
some autogiaph of his had fallen int» the 
hands of a person for whom it was not in- 
tended, but when he saw the letter 
he saw plainly that. the - signatare 
was ab audacious, unblushing fabrication. He 
failed to understand how the conductors of 
what used to be a respectable journal conld 
have been hoaxed and bainboozied into pub- 
lishing the letter as his. Membera who com- 
pared the forgery with his signatare would 
see that only two letters of the forged sigua- 
ture bore any resemblance to his autograph, 
and the Times could have seen the same. He 
never heard of, 1or saw any such letter, 
until it appeared in the Times, 
{Parnellite cheers.] Its phraseology was ab- 
surd and its purport preposterous, and every 
part of it bore evidence of an absolate and 
brefiagible want of genuineness. He had 
never known the late Mr. Forster’s life to be 
in danger, or that there. was any conspiracy 
against him. Hedid not know anything of 
the conspiracy of the Invincibles, and nobody 
wss moreéur prised than himself when the blow 
fell upon their victims. If he had been 
in Phenix park that day, he would gladly 
bave stood between Lord Cavendish and the 
dagger of the assassin or between the daggers 
and Butk [Irish cheers]. He had suffered 
more than any other man from that terrible 
deed and Jreland had suffered more than any 
other pation. It was absolutely untrue that 
the national leagde had any connection 
whatever, direct or indirect, with 
the Fenian organization in Americs.

Asto the bill under 
discussion, it was the most drastic measure 
proposed since 1433. It would empower the 
government to subject their po- 
litical opponents to treatment reserved 
for the worst criminals in Eogiand. [Cheers } 
The great heart of the English people was, he 
believed, against the bill,and he hoped the coun- 
try would make its voice heard before the com- 
mittee stage was rezcched. He trusted in God 
that the English nation and parliament would 
be saved from the peril and» degradation of 
pa ting such a measure. [Cheers.] 

Sir Berrhard Samuecison’s amendment to 
the crimes bi'l to the effect that the bill, if 
passed, would increase the disorder in Ireland 
and endanger the union and the empire and 
therefoie should be rejected, was defeated by 
a vote of 370 to 269, and the second reading of 
crimes bill was to without a. division.

DISCOVERY OF A GANG OF THIBVES 
IN SOUTH CAROLINA, 


Freigbt Trains On the Richmond and Danville Broked 
Into, Contents Stolen and Sold to Merchants of 
Greenvilie, 8. C—Who thse Arrested Par- 
ties Are—Other Criminal News, 


GREENVILLE, 8.C., April 15.—[Special.J— 
A gigantic railroad robbery has just been un- 
earthed here and eight of the robbers have 
been arrested and lodged in jail. For the 
past six months a great many complaints from 
merchants west of Greenville, in Georgia, Ala- 
bama and other states, have been made te 
shippers. From investigation it was ascertaim 
ed that the goods were lost after being turned’ 
over tothe Richmond and Danville railread 
authorities,and that the goods were lost in and 
nesr Greenville. Officer Schlapbach, of the city 
police, was detailed to “run down” the thieves 
and after months of apparently fruitiess work, 
finally discovered a clue. Railroad Detective 
Fellows, of Atlanta, was dispatched here te as- 
sist Patrolman Schlapbach in his investiga- 
tions. Night after night the vigilant officers 
kept close watch over the western bound freight 
trains that came in after night. Friday 
night, while Detective Fellows and Night 
Watchman Killhouse were walking over the 
railroad track beyond the depot they came 
across boxes of tobacco and other goods which 
had been tumbled out of the cars. ~ 

Just betore reaching the depot, a voice from 
the bushes called out—doubtless taking the 
After walking some dis- 
tance ahead the officers rapidly returned near 
the stolen plunder by acircuitous route and se- 
creted themselves in the bushes until the rob- 
bers came up and loaded their plunder ins 

and made way with 
the old fair grounda, 
on the outskirts of the city, where it was tura- 
ed over to Jack Griffin, white, formerly of 
Dayton, Ky., who has been here in the capac- 
ity of horse trainer for several rich northerners 
who owned blooded stock. Griffin seems te 
be the general storekeeper for the plunderers, 
Griffin, John Caldwell, George Johnson, Harry 
Leman, and D. C. Moore, all white, and Wil- 
liam Thornberger and Joe Harris, colored, seom 
to be the principal parties in the plandering. 
Caldwell has for months been selling plaids, te- 
bacco, whisky and other goods to some of our 
merchants at prices ranging from 25 to 100 per 
cent lower than wholesale prices. Heclaimed 
to be representing western houses, but the 
strange part of the transaction is that he de- 
livercd all of his goods at late hours of the 
night, and collected the money himself, never 
showing an invoice from his house, but giving 
a plain receipt for the same.

SCRAPS OF WRITING 


TITY OF A = UICIDE, 


A Railroad Employe fivcs Some Writine Near the 
Bpot Where the Unknown Man Took Gis Life 
in Fast Macon—+orsip of All Kinds 
From the ‘eatra) City~—Personal, 


macon, Ga, April 18 —[Special.]—Tonight 
€. C. Bulkly, Jr.,a mechanic, brought into 
this office some bits of paper found near the 
pody of the unknown man who suicided in 
Fast Macon Friday night. Though fragment- 
ary, they may lead to the discovery of his 
pame and previous history. At the time of 
ghe inquest, no paper of any kind was noticed 
near the scere, but Bulkly and Frank Collins 
afterward discovered and preserved them. They 
had been torn and scattered in the fine straw. 
From the beet that could be made out they are 


as follows : 

On a bit of pasteboard, “Social Circle,” and 
on the other side @ name which is erased and 
#atlanta” following. On half a letter, “Al- 
pany, ‘ia, March 18, 1887.—Bona, my dear 
gon: I write to say that I am as well as can be 
expected, that you’’—-but all the others are 
disconnected words, the most distinct be- 
ing «=s« “* Kill,” ss Appears on the back. 
The letter is torm across and _ also 
in the folds the long way, and being written 
jn pencil is nearly obliterated and unintelligi- 
ble. On another scrap of paper are the lines: 

“OCnORUS ’) 
To that dear home beyond the sea, 
My Kathleen shall sgain return, 
And when thy ola frieuds welcome thee 
Thy loving heart w)li Cease to vearn, 
Where laughs the litile silver stream 
Beside thy mother’s lonely cot. 

Here itis torn in two. On the other side 
appears six of the same sort of lines all written 
in a lady’s hand in pencil. On a small frag- 
ment is the name “Juliette,” written in a good 
band in pencil. Another scrap contains six 
lines on one side and eight on the other of the 
sopg quoted above. On two other pieces of 
jetter paper are rough railway lines with dots 
along the route for the stations, and in that 
same small womanish hand is written opposite 
each dot the names of the stations from Atlan- 
ta to Macon on the Exist Tennessee road with 
distances from one tothe other in the margin. 
Aname is written in one corner. “Astor 
Flippen,” with a c»pirol “A” and a small “F,” 
in the same hand. Near the spot where his 
head Jay a 44-calibre cartridge shell was found 
by Frank Collins, while the pistol was found 
near by empty. :

A Tragedy in Augusta-- Fight Between Night

committed there tonight. William Brooks, 
former night watchman at Algernen mills, 
was shot and killed by Dol Leopard, presens 
night watcbman.

I intend to kill you,” and cat 
at Leopard through the fence. : 

As he did so Leopard jumped back, quickly 
— his pistol and fired, the ball entering 
Brooks's right breast, about two inches to the 
right of the nipple. The shot was heard by 
two operatives of the mill, T. J. Eraest anda 
man named Hoifman, who quickly ran up to 
find Brooks in the agonies of death. He was 
quickly moved to his home near by, but died 
in & very few minutes. 

Policeman Holly arrived on the scene 
shortly after the shooting and arrested 
Leopard, who had made no attempt 
toescape. He was quickly carried to jail, ra- 
futing either to talk to the police officers or 
reporters in regard to the shooting, and saying 
in not doing so he was acting under advice. 
Leopard’s friends claim that the shooting was 
ip self-defense, while others say that it wasa 
cold blooded murder. It is evident that Leop- 
ard acted very hastily, for it wouli have beea

who was only armed witha knife and was on 
the opposite side ofa high fence, Leopard, 
however, stated immediately after the shoot- 
ing that he was of the opinion that Brooks 
had a pistol, and if he had not shot first, would 
have been killed.

The progressive spirit of the times is at- 
tacking the most conservative business sy8- 
tems.

Mr Wanamaker 
has adopted the theory of co-operation in 
mercantile enterprises. The system of profit- 
sharing was some time ago strongly recom- 
mended by Mr. Edward Atkinson, of Bos- 
ton. It has been adopted by a number of 
factories, but Mr. Wanamaker is the most 
prominent convert to the theory as applied 
to ordinary commercial enterprises. On the 
twenty-sixth anniversary of his business he 
announced to his subordinates that hence- 
forth he would allow them to share in the 


of profits among the employes will be regu- 
lated by considerations of length of service 
and amount of sales, but it was officially an- 
nounced that not Jess than $100,000 would 
be distributed annually among salesmen, 
clerks and cash boys. Mr. Wanamaker is 
the head of the greatest retail store on this 
continent and it is accounted one of ‘‘the 
sights’’ in Philadelphia. He has long been 
noted for his public spirit and for his kindly 
interest in the thousands of employes who 
depend on his great enterprise for a living. 
Not long ago be paid $125,000 for Mun- 
kacsy’s famous picture of ‘‘Christ Before 
Pilate,’’ which was atthe time, being ex- 
hibited at fifty centsadmission in New York. 
The picture now adorns the emporium of 
this merchant prince and is every day 
viewed by thousands of people of all classes 
free of cost. Mr. Wanamaker has also main- 
tained jor years at his own expeuse one of 
the largest mission Sunday schools in Phila- 
delphia. He is prominent in every charita- 
ble movement in that city. The results of 
his latest benevolent enterprise will be 
watched with interest, and if it should 
prove satisfactory it will surely have a deci- 
ded infinence on the great business concerns 
ofthe country. Profit-sharing is not a new 
thing. Fifty or sixty great concerns in 
France are successfully run on this princi- 
ple. The house of Leclaire in Paris hay, 
within the last few years, divided $1,300-, 
0UU among its employes in addition to their 
wages. -The Orleans railroad of France 
shares its profits with its employes and dur- 
ing the last forty years has distributed 
among them in addition to their stipulated 
pay the enormous sum of $14,000,000. 

In the United States there are some sirik- 
ing instances of profit-sharing. The milling 
firm of C. A, Pilsbury & Co., of Minneapo- 


lis, distributes $100,000 a year on this plan. 
The plan has even weeu adupied Vy suvuie 
née wspapers, the Boston Herald and the New 


York Staats-Zeitung being operated on this 
principle. 

To some persons this theory may appear 
to be Arcadian, but itis a remarkable fact 
that these who have adopted it are among 
the shrewdest and most practical of business 
men. 


A Raw Experiment. 

Among thiuking men everywhere the 
Opinion is growing that the interstate com- 
merce law is one of the rawest and rashest 
experiments that congress has ever made. 
Thus far it has helped nobody, and the pro- 
bability is that, if the commission were to 
permit it to go into effect, its operations 
would create as much confusion and disaster 
—as much loss and suffering—as a financial 
panic.

True enough, 
Augusta isone of the leading, if not the leading, 
manufacturing cities in the south. but we need 
more mauufactories, small industrial plants for 
turning out brooms, glass, barreis, etc., plow$, 
farm implemenis of all kinds. tight here at 
home is the place for the manufacture of such ar- 
ticles. We have the raw materials right at our 
door, and there is no reason that we should not 
manufacture the goods ourselves, The organiza- 
tion of a manufacturers’ association will do more 
towardsthe establishment of sucb® industrial en- 
terprises than any other known means, Our cot- 
ton men, our merchants, everybody, ara intet- 
ested in this. The exchange people might take 
the initiative, put the movement on foot and have 
such an organization perfected. It will do incal- 
culable good. Let this have your attention, gen- 
tlemen. 

It is gratifying to gee such a spirit abroad 
inthe land. This reminds us that the sec- 
retary of the Atlanta Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation is pushing his canvass for new mem- 
bers this week. We repeat what we have 
more than once said—the association ought 
to have at least one thousand members.

FOUND IN A OAVE. 


Jhe Treasure Hunter’s Rich Discovery in 
the North Carolina Mountains. 
From the New York Sun. 


I met in Richmond the other day the oll 
man’ who is known in western North Carolina and 
western Virginia as the Treasure Hunter, and when 
lL urged a strong desires to know how he came by 
his title, he expressed his willingness to sit dowa 
for a talk. 

“To begin with,” he said, ‘I am a single man, 
and have no relatives in America, I came from 
England in 1872, and intended to buy land and 
settle down at Greensboro, North Carolina. At 
Petersburg, Virginia, while en route, I was taken 
sick and robbed of my money, some $6,000, and 
when I reached Greensboro f had only about $75 
left. I was naturally broken up and discouraged, 
and after a little time I drifted into the mountain 
range to the west of Statesville, found a comfort- 
able cave in which to live, and became a hunter- 
bermit, For the first three months I saw only two 
human faces. I became accustomed to this wild 
and solitary life, and entered the towns only when 
griven todo so by want of provisions or ammuni- 
tion. 

“It was one day jin 1873 that I encountered a 
hunterin the mountains who told me that | was 
regarded by the outside world as a treasure hun- 
ter, and that there was much curiosity concerning 
my movements, It had been reported that I had 
fuund a box of gold in a cave, anda score of men 
were searching the ranges in the hopes of meeting 
with luck. This was the first time the idea of 
treasure had crossed my mind. In my rough jaunts 
I had discovered several caves, but had not stopped 
to explore any of them, as [ had not thought that 
they had ever been oceupied by man When I 
separated from the hunter, who appeared to be a 
very honest man, I sat down to wonder if it were 
porsible for luck to come back to me through some 
rich find, and though I smiled at the thought when 
it first came up, Isoon became deeply interested, 
and that nightI scarcely slept for speculating on 
what might turn vp. 

“Bright and early next morning I was olf up the 
range 10 the northwest, having as my objective 
point a cave which I had discovered months before 
in the Iron mountaivs, southwest of Morgantown. 
It took me.a day and half to reach itf 
for it was in jsummer, and the moun- 
tains were covered with plants, roots. and 
vines to obstruct travel. The moath of the cave 
was under an overhanging ledge, where I had 
crept for sbeiter from a fierce rain storm, and be- 
fore leaving the neighborhood I entered it far 
enough to see that it was a very roomy place, and 
that fires bad been built thete at some time by the 
handsofman. It seemed i, asi pursued my 
journey that this cave would be more likely than 
any other to contain something, but the nearer I 
came toit the more ridiculous seemed the idea of 
treasure. Refugees and deserters from the confed- 
erate army no doubt sought the mountains for hit- 
ing places, and after the war they were infested by 
outlaws and moeonshiners. I might possibly fada 
rusty gun or knife, but I could hope for nothing 
more. 

“I came to the spot about noon of the second 
day, and, to tell you the truth, I was quite dis- 
gus'ed with myself for being carried away asI had 
been. I built a fire, cocked a partridge I had shot, 
and made no move toward entering the eave for a 
couple of hours. Theol forced myself against my 
better judgment to prepare three or four 
torches and light one and enter tke place, 
The opening was about As large as 
a hogshead, but scarcely had I gone ten feet when 
the caye became a chamber. There wasa pretty 
strong draught coming out of it, proving thatit 
had another opening, and the floor and sides were 
as dry as a bore. It was a good place for 
snekes and yarmints, and I proceeded very cau- 
tiously on that account.

out of the mouth of the cave 
and scatter it among the thick pines. 
1 found not only a Jarge heap of ashes and 
charred brands, but a pile of fagots which had 
been laid aside and never burned. Nearby were a 
mouldy old haversack, a heap of mould represeut- 


volyer, a bayonet, a lot of bones of birds and 
animals, and a pair of boots which had become 
useless tO the owner before he threw them away. 

“It was plain enough that outlaws, deserters or 
refugees had made this cave their hiding place, 
and I began to look for further reiics. I started to 
the right, and circled the chamber just half, aud 
then came to a narrow passageway leading into a 
second chamber. I went back and circled to the 
left, but found nothing until I again reached this 
paisage. Leaving a torch burning in the outer 
chamber, I lighted a second and passed into the 
next. Therifior passageway was ebout ten feet 
lopg, and there was almost enough draught here 
toextipgvish mytorch. The temperature of the 
cave siood about 50°, while that of the sammer day 
outsi¢e was fully 85, 

“I found the secondichamberto be an almost 
square room, measuring, 1 shouiv think, 16x24, 
Tne floor was not so even as that of 
wasthe roofas high. The draught came out of a 
lift or blowhole in the roof, but I cov!d rot locate 
the exact rpot. I bad scarcely entered the place 
betore I kuew that an important discovery was on 
the tapis. There wasa bundle of clothes against 
the rocky side, andtwo guns, which! afterward 
found to be shotguns of ancient make, leaned 
against the side. Iapproached:the heap of stuff 
and began tearing it to pieces with my fuot. Tae 
aiticles were better preserved thanin the other 
room, probably because the room was drier, and 
because they were directly in the draught of pure 
air. One of the first things I kicked aside was a 
smaljl leather trunk, provided with handles likea 
yalise, and used asavyalise. It was of Exazlisi 
make, and while it must haye been many years 
old before it saw the cave, and bad probably been 
there for several years, the Jeather was sti!l in 
good condition and the lock allright. There were 
in addition to the satchel two iron kettles, some 
tin and crockery dishes, some rough cutlery, two 
or three blankets and some bedquilts, a sharp and 
rusty butcher knife, a suit of rough clothes, a 
coarse pair of shoes, evidently worm bya female, 
and a small wooden box in which I found buitors 
of various ftizes and needles and thread. That two 
or three persons bad occupied the cave in com- 
pany, aud thatoneof them wasa woman, there 
couid be no room for doubt. 

“The trunk was the only thing likely to contain 
any object of value, andI carried it out through 
both caves te daylight. 
lieve it was full of Uishes or cutlery, aud before I 
could break the lock and get a sisht of the con- 
tenis I became so nervous that I was allina trem- 
ble. it wasa minute or twosbefore I dared in- 
spect the contents. Then I took out several tow- 
els. two white shirts, two or three fine hanker- 
chiefs and then came two buckskin bags, which 1 
knew coniained money. One was. much the larger, 
and this I opened first and found it eontained sil- 
ver coins, most of them dollars and halives of 
American coinage, though there were perhaps fifty 
Mexican pieces. The other containea gold pieces, 
the denominations rnnning up to twenties and 
down to;,fives. There was altogether $7,963 50. 
When I got over my excitement I went {back and 
carefvlly examined everything, hopinz to get 
some clue tothe people who had occupied the 
cave, but found nothing whatever to give me in- 
formation. I could reason that ths people had fied 
from their homes, taking all their wealth, but 
how mapy there were or what became of them 
were questions no one could answer. The money 
was not mine if the rightful owners were alive. 
but I spent six weeks making inquiries, gnd 
learned nothing. I then invested the money in 
lands, whigh I own today, and although I am no 
Jonger a hermitand cave dwelier, the title of 
Treastre Hunter still sticks tome, aud mauy re- 
paid me as a Wizara.”’

SEARCHING THE SEA FOR GOLD. 


The Fiction of the Present Less Strange than 
the Truth of the Past. 

“Talking about the stories of treasures sunk 
at sea, which are now #0 popular,”’ said a lawyer 
who has had a large experience with claimants of 
foreign estates to a Mail and Express reporter to- 
day, “1 have on filecome facts which largely sup- 
port the old adage that truth is stranger than 
fiction. One of the most famous cases of this sort 
occurred as long ago as 1799, and the salvage opera- 
tions have been continued up to almost the present 
day. Eighty-eight years ago the ship Lutine 
sailed from Yarmouth Roads, Engiand, on October 
9th, for Texel, laden with twenty-two guns, a num- 
ber of passergers and £140,00o0fspecie. Shestruck 
on the outer bank of Fly island passage, in a vio- 
lent gale at night, going to pieces and carrying 
down with her all on rd except two. The 
treasure had been consigned to Hamburg by cer- 
tain merchantile firms,and the spot where she 
went down being within the territory of Holland, 
salvage operations w: re at once begun, the Dutch 
government making a condition that two-thirds of 
the specie found should go to it and the remainder 
to the finders. After eighteen months £80,000 were 
recovered, besides some silver; afier which the 
work was abandoned. In 1814 it was resumed, 
ana kept up for years, the result being the 
recovery of a few paltry pieces of silver. In 
1822 a company was formed for the purpose 
of making a further search for the missing money, 
the Dutch government advancing the company a 
sum of money on condition that it should have 
half the find. Several thonsand pounds were 
spent in the work, but nothing was recovered. By 
this time the wreck had become deeply imbedded 
inthe sand and was extremely diflicu’t to reach 
by the divers. In 1857 the search was again begua 
by Other speculators. Afterseveral years of per- 
sistent effort, over £25,000 were recovered. Ia 1571 
a special act af parliament was passed authorizing 
the Lloyds tocontinue this work and these con- 
tracts with the Datch government. ButI have 
1 ot beardSthat anything more bas been recovered. 
Possibly in years to come a violent storm may shift 
the bed of sand now covering the old wreck and 
afford better facilities for the divers. 

“A parallel case wasthat of the Thetis, a British 
frigate, which was wrecked on the coast of Brazil 
in 1830, with £162,000 of bullion on board, The 
hull went to pieces, leaving the specie in five or 
six fathoms of water. For eighteen months the 
admiral, at the British station, and the captains 
and crews of four sloops-of-war were engaged in 
hunting for the treasure. So great wasthe danger 
that four lives were lost. Itis known thatagooi 
part of the treasure was recovered, fromthe fact 
thai in the disputes and litigation resulting from 
the find, the courtofadmiraliy awarded £17,000 
and the privy council £29,000, witn £25,800 for ex-

Anniversary of the Battle That Freed Texas 
From Mexico, 
From the Philadelphia Times. 


There oceurs this week the anniversary of 
one of the most interesting and eventful battles in 
American history, though one bat little remem 
bered. It is an anniversary that recalls the str : 
gle of races of which the southern portion of thn 
continent was the scene from the days .f Christe 
pher Columbus, down toourown time. Spanish setile 
ments were made in Texas as early as 1692, thes 
however, were merely trading esablishments. Tex. 
as wes formerly claimed by both Spain and the 
United States, and became the subject of j 
negotiation, between the two governments 
which resulted in a relinquishment on t 
part of the United States to the territory ir 
quesiicn. President Jackson made an attempt te 
purebase Texas from Mexico, but failed. The 
proposition of Jackson to purchase was Opposed b 
many of our citizens, who viewed a farther exten. 
sion of territcry as dangerous to the integrity ef the 
union. Texas had rather been a curse thana dlass- 
ing toanyof its numerous claimants, being first 


wrested from the natives by Spain, and regained 


by the Mexicans. 

In the year 1821 Stephen F. Austin, a native of 
the state of Connecticut, appeared on Brazos river 
in Texas to fulfill and carry out a contract of his 
father, who had obtained a crant fora large body 
of land which he was to colonize. Mr. Austiy 
planted his first colony on the Brazos river, and 
being & man of uncommon fidelity and enterprise, 
his intercourse with the Mexican government 
being marked with a rigid compliance with his 
engagement, for a number of years he had the 
unlimited confidence of the officers of the govern 
ment, from whom he could receive any favors, and 
in return received the un!imited confidence of his 
colonists, and Texas was fast becoming a valuable 
domain. The eolonists, with the inte)lizence, 
energy and thrift so characteristic of their race, 
were making rapid advances in wealth and com- 
fort, but a crisis arrived, aud war with all its fary 
and horrors commenced. 

Fan Antonio and Goliad were in the*porsession of 
the Texan troops, and a large Mexican foree had 
been ordered to operate against trem. On ths 2ist 
of February, 1836, the Mexican Generals Sessma 
Filasola and Cos were ordered to headone division 
of the Mexican armyon Sar Antonio, Geoerals 
Unca and Garory a second division against Goliad, 
and a third division, commanded by Santa Anne 
in person, was to move as circumstances might re 
quire, 

The first division of the Mexican army anscared 
before San Antonio on the 220d of February. ang 
of the progress of the slege of the Alamo Cologe}- 
Travers’ last letter wasonthe 3d of Mares. de 
Says: “Lam besieged | by thousandsof Mexicans 
and with 140 men | have defended the Alamo for 
ten days against a force of 3,000, and unless I get 
relief I will perish in its defense.” Colonel 
Travers and his gallant band did perish, as they 
felitoamen. Their lives, however, were dearly 
cold, and the victory gained over them was little 
better than a defeat. 

THE SAN JACINTO. 

Santa Anna, flushed with his’ ill-gotten saecesg, 
believed that Te« xes was in his grasp, and with his 
remaining furce advanced upon - Houston's small 
force on the Coloradoriver. Ucuston fall back to 
the Brazos river and from that stream - retreated to 
the San Jacinto river. He was nnwilliog to hazard 
a battle so long as hopes were jentertained of gaine 
ing any advantage by retreating. He intended ree 
treating to Nacodoches, where he knew of rein 
forcements, aud it was noiuntil after loud come 
plaints from every quarter he decided to stzke hig 
reputation and the fortunes of Texas on one de 
cisive effort. 

He was commanding a most determined set of 
men who yearned to retaliate_for the shamemut 
butchery of their friends at the Alamo and Gollad, 
An bour before sunset on the 21st of April, 1836, 
Hotston, with his 783 men all told, attacked Santa 
Anda with his 1.500 men, advancing with the wat 
(ry, “Remember the Alamo.”’ Tae Texans ad- 
vanced receiving the Mexicans’ fire to within 
point blank shot before they fired a gun. In less 
than two hours a vanquished foe lay bleeding on 
the battle plain. A few noskilled men were vic 
tors over ticarly double their number of well- 
skilled soldiers, who were surfcited with treasure 
aud human bieod, and their prowd and haughty 
chief a prisoner, bezging for quarter and mercy, 
both of which were forefen to his own heart and 
his own mode of warfare, Santa Anna, the cap- 
tured, was a heartless demon. The world, in all 
its round of brutality; had no other sight so bloody 
and brutal as the slaughter of Colonel Fannin’g 
band at Goliad. Some faint excuse might be give 
for the savagery at Alamo while the blood was hot, 
but the savagery at Goliad hes ail the horrors of 
cold, calculating, pitiless butchery. 

RESULTS OF THE VICTORY. 

The yictory at San Jacinto is truly one of the 

most splendid of, modern or ancient times, and well 


deserves to be rauked among the decisive battles 


of the world. Its results are wonderful. It estab. 
lished the independence of Texas; the establishing 
of it into a republic; the annexation of it iuto the 
American union: a war with Mexico, the conse 
quence of which was the acqui-ition of New Mex 

ico, California, Utah, Nevada, Colorado and 
Wyoming; the acquisition of the greatest gold and 
silver fleldsin the world; the extension of the 
boundary of the United States from the Atlantic to 
tne Pacific; the securing of ports on the Pacifle 
coast invaluable to defense and commerce with 
China and the East Iadie?; securing over our 
ground from ocean to ocean the means of railway 
connection, and over which several great ratiroads 
have been built—great continental railroa ts—De- 
sides railroads lcading thronzh Texas and the ac 
quired territery to the City of Mexico. The mapeof 
the union changed and with it the commerce of 
the world, 

Such are the resulte of the victory won at Sag 
Jacinto fitty-one years ago this day. For li time 
to come will the 2ist of April, 1856, be regarded ag 
the birthday of Texan independence, the day on 
which Texas was delivered from Mexican bond- 
see. In the magnitude of its r-sults, the battleof 
San Jacinto is withont a parallel in the history of 
the world. Ina very few years there will be noth 
ing left of the heroes ofthe Texan revolution €z- 
cept the record of their acts and the memoriesof 
their appearance. The record of their acts will 
instinctively carry the/mind backjto the record of 
Marathon, falemis and Thermopyix. No other 
known historic records are fit comparisons. Well 
may the citizens of Corsicana welcome the few lt 
maining veterans of Texas this fifty first anniver- 
sary of the battle of San Jacinto. Well may they 
welcome the few men who remain of those whe 


threw themselves intothe breach and saved ths ~ 


empire state of the union. Ere long the last of the 
veteran guard will be under the sod of the land 
they redeemed and of which their posterity 008 
heve the occupancy.

Mr. H. H. Lyon, the present secretary of tho 
Car Accountants’ association, is a man wh» 
possesses rare business qualifications, and no 
official of the road he represents stands higher 
in the estimation of its management. Ho 
commenced railroad business as clerk in the 
general car accountants’ office ofthe Chicago 
avd Northwestern railway, at Chicago, in 1875, 
and was rapidly promoted, being appointed 
chief clerk of that department the succeedinz 
year. February ist, 1882, he was appointed 
general car accountant of the Chicago and A'- 
ton railroad with headquarters at Bioomington, 
11)... and in a few months succeeded in bringing 
its car service department into such a state ot 
excellence that it has since been regarded «3 
one of the foremost in the country. In add.- 
tion to the above duties he was appointed 
storekeeper and chief clerk of the machinery 
department of the same road February 1, 183, 
ali of which offices under his personal sur- 
veillance and management are so systematized 
that the work is performed almost automati- 
cally. On becoming a member of the Car Ac- 
countants’ association his business qualifica- 
tions were at once recognized by his election 
as treasurer in 1882 and re-election to the same 
cffice in 1883. 

May, 1884, at the Richmond convention, he 
was elected secretary by acclamation, and 
again at Buffalo in 1886.

THE CH ICAGO MARKET, 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce, 


Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, April 18—There was a very active 
trade in wheat today, accompanied by a sharp drop 
in prices. Offerings were very large, and came os- 
tensibly from the bull clique. The feeling was 
very uncertain and nervous. A report of rain 
storms throughout the winter whea: belt created 
an easy feeling, but the market appeared to hinge 
very largely upon the course of the recognized bull 
leaders. The first sales of May wheat were made 
at 84@84,c, and the market ruled steady for half an 
hour, when a sharp break to 82\%c followed under 
large offerings, and which served to cause & semi- 
panic among small hoiders, who have been pur- 
chasing in expectation of a May squeeze. Moder- 
ate buying caused a reaction to 83c, followed by 
another shaip decline to 82%c, succeeded by an- 
other rally to 63%e, to be again succeeded by a drop 
to §2%4@52c, where the market rested tor the day. 
A decrease of 1,304,000 bushels in the visible supply 
was somewhat larger than-had been expected, and 
had a sustaining influence on values for a shert 
time. Clearings from the seaboard were large, 
aggregating 594,060 bushels, while receipts at twelve 
points were 247.0% Wishels. 

The visible supply of corn showed a slight de- 
crease and receipts here were light, but the market 
was easier in sympathy with wheat. The price of 
May dropped to 3844@38%c, a decline of %c from 
Saturday’s Closing figures, and closed for the day at 
38%, ¢.

in all probability, soon be added to Atlanta’s 
long jist. . 

For several days past two gentlemen repre- 
senting the Woven Cord Furniture company, 
of Chicago, hive been in the city. They are 
Dr. T. C, Rivers, president, and Mr. James 
Springer, chairman of the executive committee 
of the company. Since their arrival they have 
called upon a number of prominent citizens in 
the interest of the woven cord bed spring 
which they manufacture, their object being to 
establish a branch manufactory in Atlanta in 
addition to those already established in Chicago 
and Portland; Maine. 

Several gentlemen to whom the bed spring 
had been shown—smong them the officers of 
the Atlanta Manufacturers’ association—were 
so much pleased with it that they suggested an 
informal meeting of the members of the as3o- 
ciation forthe purpose of hearing what the 
representatives of the company had to say, or 
what propositions they had to make. In pur- 
suance of thi# suggestion, the members of the 
association and others were invited to meet in 
the gentlemen’s parlor of the Kimball house 
at four o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

The meeting wa3 not a large one, but during 
the evening a number of prominent gentlemen 
dropped in to discuss the merits of the bed. 
Among these were ex-Governor Bullock, Colo- 
nel A. E. Buck, Colonel George W. Adair, Mr. 
C.W. Hunnicutt, Colonel Hurlburt, Measrs. 
Kaufman, Mason, Finley, Amorus, and a num- 
ber of others. 

The merits of the woven cord bed as set forth 
by Dr. Rivers and Dr. Springer are mauy, and 
it seems remarkable that the idea 
was not conceived long ago. It 
can best be described as a ham- 
mock stretched upon a frame, for while not 
exactly that, it has that appearance. The frame 
is made in different sizes to fit the different 
sizes of bedstends and over it is stretched a net- 
work made of cotton cord ofthe size used in 
the manufacture of hammocks. The peculiar 
virtue ofthis bed consists in the arrangement 
of the meshes so as to give three different ten- 
sions—longitudinal, diagonal and transverse. 
By this way the weight of the occupant of the 
bed is not confined to any one portion bat is 
distributed to all portions of the spring. Its 
manufacturers claim for it many merits,among 
them cheapness, cleaniiness, durability, healh- 
ulness and comfort. 

It is cheap to the consumer both in its first 
cost and in the fact that a thin, light mattress 
can be used with it with more comfort than 
a heavy aud more expensive one; yet it was 
shown to the capitalists present that there is 
profit in their manufacture. 

It is clean and healthful because of its being 
£0 simple in construction that there is no place 
for dust, vermin or disease germs to accumu- 
late; can be aired or washed frequentiy and 
thcrough!y disinfected when necessary. 

It will last a jifetime or longer. The cord is 
capable of sustaining a much larger weight than 
apy bed is called upon to sustain, and should 


‘ it be cut, the particular flat knot used in the 


weaving contines the ctlect to the two meshes 
of which the part cut forms a side. 

All this and much more is claimed for the 
woven cord spring. 

Now as to its manufacture in Atlanta. 

The Chicago company holds an ironclad 
patent and is entering upon the extensive man: 
ufacture of the springs, but is willing to dis: 
pose of a certain portion of the southern terri- 
wry. having allit can do to attend to the rest 
ot the country. The Maine company has the 
right for the New England states. Itis claimed 
that here in Atlanta this bed spring can be 
manufactured cheaper than anywhere else in 
the country. The only ingredients required 
in its manufacture are cotten cord, a smail iron 
apparatus for stretching the netting so as tu ac- 
com modate it to the weight of the occupant or 
occupants of the -bed and a. frame 
work of wood. Ail these  ingredisnts 
are right at hand. It 1s _ pruposed, 
should a company be formed for the manufic- 
tnre of these beds, to sell the territory covered 
by the states of North Carolina, Soath Caroli- 
na, Georgia, Florida and Alabama, a field of 
w bich Atlanta is the natural center, 

The patent held by the Chicago company 
was the first special patent issued under the 
Cleveland administration; or, more properly, 
the first special case considered during this ad- 
ministration was the one under which thi- 
patent was granted. This was made special 
by order of Secretary Lamar upon the repre- 
sentations of the medical officers of the gov- 
ernment, who stated that this bed would bea 
boon to hospitals, and that it was unequaled 
from a sanitary point of view. 

A number of gentlemen, to whom this pro- 
ject bas been presented, are discnasing it seri- 
ously, and the probability is that somethiog 
definite will be done within a few days toward 
forming in this city a company for the manua- 
facture of these springs.

CONVICTED OF WHISKY SELLING 


rr co sea nt 
| A Bartender of Kenny & Werner Tried in 


the City Court Yesterday. 

Louis Muller, one of Kenny & Werner's 
bartenders, was tried yesterday in the city 
court on the charge of selling spirituous and 
malt liquors. 

The indictment, which was found by the 
grand jury some weeks ago, 
defendant, “on the Sth of last March, sold and 
bartered to Williara Cheshireand others to the 
grand jury unknown alcoholic, spirituous,malt 
and intoxicating liquors.” 

On this indictment Muller was yesterday ar- 
raigned before Judge Van Epps and he pleaded 
“not guilty.”” He was represented by Colone! 
Thomas P. Westmoreland. § — ti 

The case had been worked up by De- 
teciives Reeves and Aldridge, and William 
Cheshire and T. K. Fuller were used as the 
principal witnesses for the prosecution, and it 
was mainly upon their testimony that the 
state expected to secure a conviction. These 
witnesses and others stated that they had on 
sundry occasions purchased liquor from the ac- 
cused. What they bought of him they be- 
lieved to be “alcoholic, spirituous, malt and 
intoxicating liquors.” The prosecuting attor- 
ney, Mr. Howeil Glenn, examined all the wit- 
nesses theroughly, and Colonel Westmoreland 
subjected them to a rigid cross-examination. 

The defense introduced no testimony, but the 
defendant was permitted to make a statement 
tothe jury. He denied that he had sold either 
whisky or beer and flatly contradicted the 
witnesses who had testified against him. 

Colonel Westmoreland spoke earnestly in 
his bebalf, and Solicitor-Glenn argued forcibly 
for the prosecution. 

Judge Van Epps charged tho jury briefly as 
to the law involved in the case, 

After a short deliberation the jury rendered 
a verdict of “guilty,” which was signed by 
W. H. H. Phelps as foreman. 

The court stated that sentence would be re- 
served until next Wednesday morning. 

During the trial ofthe case the courtroom 
was filled with prohibitionists and anti-prohi 
bitionists, who watched the proceedings with 
uuflagging interest.
